A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


FIVE DEAD BODIES RECOVERED FROM THE 
‘RUINS OF A BUILDING. 


The Disaster Due to the Blowing Up of a 
Battery of Boilers in a Pittsburg Foun? 
dry—A Number Injured and Many Sup- 
posed to Be in the Ruins—Burned to 
Death. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 14.—A battery of 
boilers atthe West Point Boller Works of R. 
Monroe & Sons, on the corner of Twenty-third 
and Smallman streets, exploded shortly after 
12 0’clock this afternoon, completely wreck- 
ing the plant and burying a number of men }, 
the ruins. Four have been taken out de, u 
and three badly injured, and there are still a 
number in the ruins. A dozen others were 
quite seriously injured, many of them, it is 
thought, fatally. The names of the dead al- 
ready removed from the wreck are: 

THE KILLED. 

AUGUST LINDEBAUGH, engineer; frightfully 
mutilated, single, resided on Howard street, 
Allegheny. 

CHARLES ALLENBACHE, laborer; head and body 
boiled. 

DANIEL CLARK, bollermaker; mangled and 
scalded. 

JOHN REMHEIMER, boilermaker; badly scalded. 

MARTIN CONNORS and one other were taken 
from the ruins alive. Howard, however, it 
is thought will die before he reaches the hos- 


pital. 
THE EXPLOSION. 


The names of the other injured are not yet 
known. The explosion occurred just after the 
noon whistie had sounded, and many of the 
workmen had left the works to get their din- 
ners. The concussion shook the buildings for 
several squares. In a few minutes a large 
crowd had gathered about the wreck and tne 
scene was most agonizing. Wives, mothers 
and children ran about wringing their 
hands and crying, eagerly searching for 
their loved ones. The first body removed 
was that of the engineer, Lindebaugh. He was 
almost umrecognizable. Allenbache’s re- 
mains were next taken out, and in a few min- 
utes the mangled body of Clark was found. 
Remheimer, Howard and an unknown were 
next removed. The work of rescue is going 
on vigorously, but at 2 o’clock no more bodies 
have been recovered. 

IN THE RUINS. 

Four are believed to be still buried beneath 
the debris, and it is feared many more were 
caughtin the wreck. The cause of the explo- 
sion has not been learned. The buiid- 


ing was a large one-story brick structure and 
was formerly occupied by William Smith & 
Sons, pipe makers. The plant was a valuable 
one and will prove acompiete loss. Nothing 
remains but a mass of brick, mortar and tim- 
bers. The firm was unalbe to approximate the 
loss, but it is safe to say that it will reach $20,-

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ANOTHER BODY RECOVERED. 

At 2 o’clock the body of James Carton, a 
helper, aged about 22 years, and unmarried 
was taken out, making five dead removed 
from the ruins. Martin Connors, who was so 
terribly scalded that he will die, is 24 years of 

and unmarried. He came to this citya 
short time ago from Baltimore. 

The names of the most seriously injured 
are: John Forest, a helper, aged 26 years; 
Harvey Barr, a helper, aged 23 years; William 
Kelly, John Barber, James Cartney and Frank 
Maneske, boiler-makers. Cartney was re- 
cently married. The others are single men. 

CAUSE NOT KNOWN. 

The boilers were inspected six months ago 
and were thought to be in first-class con- 
dition. The real cause of the explosion will 
probably never be known, as the engineer 
was killed outright and no oneelse has been 
found who was in the engine-room at the 
time the disaster took place. 


Burned to Death.

flames. The acoident took place at 1 p. m. 
and the girl died at 7 p. m.

THE NIPSIC ALL BIGHT. 


Recent Sensational Rumors of a Naval Eu- 
gag ment Without Foundation. 


AUCKLAND, March l4.—Advices just received 
from Samoa show that there was no basis for 
the sensational rumor of an engagement de- 
tween the United States man-of-war Nipsic 
and the German corvette Olga. Far from this, 
the German officials on the island have en- 
tirely given up their aggressive policy.

States; therefore, be it 
„Resolved, That the General Government 
shou'd adopta vigorous foreign licy; that 
the United States should compete for the com- 
meree of the world; that money should be ap- 
propriated from the Federal — for the 
construction and operation of steamship lines 
from New York to European ports and to 
South American ports; also from San Fran- 
cisco and Tacoma to Japan and Australia. 
„Resolved also, that the seacoast fortifica- 
tions should be strengthened and multiplied, 
thatthe treaty rights of the United States 
should be religiously preserved and that there 
ia cause for deep solicitude in reg to the 
acts of the German Empire in the matter of 
the late Samoan affair, inasmuch as the blow 
of the Germans seems to be aimed at the com- 
merce of the United States and not at the sav- 
2 of the Samoan Islands.

A Railway Porter Sues the Compapny—New 
Suits Filed—Legal Notes. 


Judge Fisher made an order this morning 
requiring the Excelsior Electric Light Co., 
Josiah A. Parker, President, and George T. 
Parker, Secretary, to appear on March 21 and 
show cause why the injunction asked for by 
Dwight Treadway should not be granted. 
Treadway filed a petition, which was 
reported ip yesterday's Post-DISPATCH, 


stating that he had bought 271 shares 
of Excelsior Electric Light stock from Josiah 
A. ker, but Parker and George T. Parker 
refused to transfer the stock on the books of 
the company so that Treadway could vote the 
shares at the election for directors, which will 
take place on April 13. The petition asked for 
an order restraining the Parkers from voting 
the stock and requiring them to transfer the 
stock on the books of the company to the 
plaintiff's name and to issue to him certificates 
of stock in the company. 

Judge Dillon began the hearing of the case 
of Albert Jones against the Mobile & Ohio 
Raliway Co. this morning. It is a suit for 
$10,000 damages for personal injuries. In his 
petition Jones, who is a negro, states that he 
was a porter on one of the Mobile & Ohio 
trains. In January, 187, the road was 
changed from a narrow to a broad gauge track

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THE LEGISLATIVE CONVENTION RECOM- 
IMENDS THIS MEASURE AND ADJOURNS. 


Three Busy Sessions Yesterday—Hot Fight 
Made by the Friends of the Big Four— 
Victery of the Anti-Trust and Hoof In- 
spection Advocates—What Has Been 
Accomplished. 


Y 11:30 last night the 
Legislative Con vontion 
called to consider the 
beef and pork trates, 
and the best methods 
of regulating both, as 
journed sine die. The 
convention vas at- 
tended by representa- 
tives from the Legis- 
latures of Texas, Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Missouri, 
Tilinois, Iowa, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Ne- 
braske. It was called 
for the purpose of 
« H formulating resolutions 
for the State inspection 
of cattle on the hoof, 
the object being to secure sound meat, and 
incidentally, primarily as was claimed by 
many, to combat the dressed meat 
monopoly, commonly known as the Big 
Four. Not a little Iill-feeling sprang up 
among the members of the convention, sev- 
eral delegates, notably those from Illinois, 
being supposed to be active in the interest of 
the dressed beef combine, and dilatory tactics 
were resorted tofor the purpose of prevent- 
ing any conclusion from being reached. 
Largely owing to this course of action the 
business before the convention was very con- 
siderably delayed, and it was not until yes- 
terday afternoon that the real questions were 
considered. 
AN IMPORTANT RESOLUTION. 

At4 o’clock the convention assembled in 
the House of Delegates and the following res- 
olution was presented by the Committee on 
Needed Legislation, and unanimously 
adopted: 

‘**Your committee would respectfully 
report the resolutions referred to this 
committee back, with recommendation that 
they lie on the table, and beg leave to suggest 
that, as this conference was called in refer- 
ence to the beef and pork combine or trust,as 
designated in the Kansas resolutions, is all 
that there ie for this convention to consider, 


and, inthe opinion of your committee, the 
only effective way to reach it is by legisiation, 
if the same can be done without encroaching 
upon the organic law of our land.“ 

This was regarded as a victory by the advo- 
cates of boot inspection, as several resolu- 
tions had been offered asking that legislation 
in reference to grain trusts, deep water on the 
Texas coast and other matters not appertain- 
ing tothe meat trade haa been introduced. 
These were considered by many as being detri- 
mental to the cattie interest, as having a 
tendency to distract attention from the main 
issue, and to raise opposition in various 
quarters. The adoption of the resolution as 
proposed by the mmittee on Legislation 
disposed of all these matters. 

FIGHTING MONOPOLIES. 

The anti-trust resolution was then pre- 
sented and read as follows: 

A bill to be entitled An act to define trusts 

and to provide for penalties ana punishment 
of corporations, persons, firms and associa- 
tions of persons connected with them, and 
— promote free competition in the State 
0 . * 
Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
the State of 1. That a trust is a com- 
bination of capital, skill or acts by two or 
more persons, firms, corporations or associa- 
tions of persons, or of either two or more of 
them, for either, any or all of the following 
purposes: 

I. To create or carry out restrictions in 
trade. 

2. To limit or reduce the production, or in- 
crease reduce the price of merchandise or 
commodities. 

g. To prevent competition in manufacture, 
making, transportation, sale or purchase of 
merchandise, produce or commodities. 

4. To fix at anv standard or figure whereby 
Its price to the public shall be in any manner 
controlled or established, any articie or com- 
modity of “merchandise, produce or com- 
merce, intended for sale, use or consumption 
in this State. 

5. To make or enter into, or execute, or 
carry out any contract, obligation or agree 
ment of any kind or description, by which 
they shall bind or bave bound themselves not 
to sell, dispose of or transport any article or 
commodity or article of trade, use, merchan- 
dise, commerce or consumption, be- 
low a common standard figure, or by 
which they shall agree in any manner 
to keep the price of said article, 
commodity or transportation at a fixed 
or graduated figure, or by which they shail in 
any manner establish or settle the price of any 
article or commodity or transportation be- 
tween them, or themselves and others, to 
preciude a free and unrestricted competition 
among themselves or others in the sale or 
transportation of any such article or commod- 
ity, or by which they shall agree to pool, 
combine or unite any interestthey may have 
in connection with the sale or transportation 
of any such article or commodity, that its price 
might in any manner be affected. 

Sec. 2. That any corporation boldiag a char- 
ter under the laws of the State of which 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act, 
shall thereby forfeit its charter and franchises 
and its corporate existence shall cease and 
terminate. 

Sec. 3. For a violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act by any corporation men- 
tioned herein, it shall be the duty of the At- 
torney-General, or District or County 
Attorney, or either of them, upon his own 
motion, and without leave or order of any 
court or judge, to institute suit or quo war- 
ranto proceedings at the county seat of any 
county in the State, where such corporation 
exists, does business or may have a domicile 
for the forfeiture of its charter, rights and 
franchise, and the dissolution of its corporate 
existence. 

Sec. 4. Every foreign corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this act, is hereby 
denied the right and prohibited from doing 
any business within this State, and it shall be 
the duty of the Attorney-General to enforce 
this provision by injunction or other proper 
proceedings in the District Court of the 
county in the name of the State of —__—. 

Sec. 6. Any violation of either or all the 
provisions of this act shall be, and are hereby 
declared a conspiracy against trade, and an 
person who may be, or may become engage 
in any such conspiracy, or take part therein, 
or aid or advise in its commission, who shall, 
as principal, manager, director, agent, serv- 
ant or employe, or in any other capacity, 
knowingly carry out any ofthe stipulations, 
purposes, prices, rates or orders, thereunder 
pursuance thereof, shall be punished by fine 
not less than $50 nor more than $500, and by 
imprisonment inthe penitentiary not less 
than one nor more than ten years, or by either 
such fine or imprisonment; each day during a 
violation of this provision shall constitute a 
separate offense. 

Sec. 7. In an indictment for an offense 
named in this act, it is sufficient to state the 
purpose or effect of the trust or comination 
and that the accused was a member of, acted 
with or in pursuance of it, without giving its 
name or description, or how, when or where 
it was created. 

Sec. 8. In prosecutions under this act it shall 
be sufficient to prove that a trust or combina-

Itshall be the duty of the proper 
authorities charged with the preservation of

A HEATED DEBATE. 

At the hour named the convention reassem- 
bied, a large number of s hes were made, 
both for and against the bill, the Illinois dele- 
gates taking the eg gee it to be an 
unnecessary measure, and one likely to cast 
an unjust imputation of unsoundness on the 
meat of the entire country. Motions to make 
the minimum municipal limit 10,000 instead- 
of 2,000, and also to introduce a clause aliow- 
ing cities and towns the privilege of local op- 
tion in respect to hoof inspection were made, 
but voted down. Senator John M. High of 
Kansas made a strong speech, giving an ac- 
count of the iron grasp which the ‘‘Big Four’’ 
had fastened upon Kansas, and how by 
means of combinations with the railways 
they bought cattie on the hoof, hauled them 
out of the State, and sent them back in the 
form of dressed beef, taking measures that 
entirely prevented competition, and making 
the consumer pey the freight both ways, as 
well as compelling the breeder to accept a small 
percentage of the value of their stock. Sev- 
eral addresses inthe same strain followed, 
and at a late hour theguestion was brought to 
a vote. All amendments were re and 
the bill as reported was carried by a vote of 
46 4-8 to 25%, after which the convention ad- 
journed sine die. The various resolutions will 
be reported to the several State Legislatures 
with the recommendation of the convention 
that they be adopted. 

WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 

In speaking of the convention gad the work 
accomplished, Senator Moss of “Texas said: 
Th is eimply the last, and in 
my opinion the most effective 
step yet taken in com batting the 
beef combine which has nearly ruined the 
cattle business and bas, Desides this, lost the 
people of the country millions of doliars in 
the increased price that has been placed upon 
dressed meats. The methods by which this 
has been accomplished have been very thor- 
oughly ventilated in the Post-Dispatcu. And 
in the opinion of nearly all who have consid- 
ered the question the only way to fight the 
monopoly is by State legisiation. Half a dozen 
conventions of cattliemen have been held and 
failed to accomplish anything. But 
the present meeting is of a different 
character, representing the people at 
large, and there is little doubt that most of the 
States will pass laws similar to the ones rec- 
ommended. This will at once kill the beef 
combine, as all cattle must be inspected on 
the hoof in the State or city in which they are 
consumed, thus preventing the shipment of 
dead meat, and breaking the power of the cat- 
tle trust. If only the States will stand to- 
gether, one of the greatest monopolies of the 
day will be brought to terms.’’

The Anchor Steamship Line Buys Up Valua. 
ble Brooklyn Property.

New York, March 14.—The Anchor Line of 
steamers has purchased the Kelsey property 
in Brooklyn, comprising three blocks and in- 
cluding the water front wharves, stores and 
elevators.

A Popular Indorsement of the Rapid Transit 
Ratlway Co.'s „L“ Bill—-The Real Estate 
Men Say the Franchise Should Be Granted 
—It Will Interest Outside Capital and In- 
crease the Value of Property—The Work- 
ing Classes Will Be Greatly Benefited— 
Expressions Frem Citizens and Property 
Holders. 


The views of citizens on the elevated railway 
questions as expressed in the Post-DIsPatcoH 
yesterday, and the additional expressions of 
opinion published below, reveal a surprising 
unanimity of sentiment as to the need of such 
improvement. The business men generally 
seem to be heartily in favor of rapid transit, 
and express themselves as con- 
vinced that it is just what 
is needed to make St. Louis a 
a lively city. The real estate men nearly all 
agree that elevated roads would prove of in- 
calcuable benefit. They believe that without 
materially injuring property abutting on the 
streets over which the roads run they would 
wonderfully enhance the value of land in the 
suburbs, and result in helping the city’s 
growth in a way which would be astonishing. 

Speaking about the prospects of elevated 
railway legislation passing the Council and 
the arguments that streets over which the 
road would run would be ruined,a well-known 
real estate man sald this morning: A couple 
of elevated roads to the suburbs would, I 
firmly believe, bring 100,000 people here in 
two years. Supposing that streets over 
which an elevated road passed would be in- 
jured to some extent,the great benefit it would 
be in building up other districts would recom- 
pense the city ten times over for such dam- 
age. But elevated roads do not ruin property 
abutting on the streets on which they are 
erected. That has been conclusively proven 
in New York. Look at Sixth avenue, New 
York. That etreet didn’t amount to anything 
befor? an elevated road was built on it. What 
‘Tas the result? Did property furtber depre- 
ciate? No; it bas become one of the best 
business streete in New York. Magnificent 
business buildings have been put up on it and

THE LAW VINDICATED. 


Virgil Jackson Hanged at Utica, N. Y., for 
the Murder of Norton Metcalf. 


Utica, N. T., March 14.—Virgil Jackson wag 
hanged at 9:18 o’clogk this morning. The 
crime for which Virgil Jackson was hanged 
was the murder of Norton Metcalf in Augusta 
Centre. The murder was committed Sunday 
afternoon, January 29, 1888, and grew out of 
criminal relations between Jackson and the 
wife of his victim. Metcalf had ordered Jack. 
son to keep away from Mrs. Metcalf. Jack. 
son, however, refused and followed her to 
church that fatal Sunday afternoon, returning 
in company with her. As they neared Met. 
calf’s home he came out of the house and met 
his wife and Jackson in the road. Words 
passed between the two men and they par- 
tially clinched. Immediately afterwards three 
shots were son in quick succes. 
sion and Metcalf feli to the ground dead, all 
three shots having taken effect. Upon trial 
Jackson's plea was self-defense, but the plea 
availed bim nothing and he was convicted of 
murder in the first degree. The case was 
carried t the Oourt of Appeals, which 
affirmed the judgment of the court below. 
Application was then made to the Governor 
or commutation of the death sentence 
to imprisonment for life, but the Governor 
declined to interfere. When first placed in the 
jail in this city Jackson broke down 80 com- 
pletely that it was thought he would die 
through fear re the case even came to 
trial. After 


° several months’ imprisonment, 
however, his manner changed completely 
and he asserted that he had no fear of deatb if 
that was to be his fate. He has since shown 
remarkable nerve, and even when informed 
that the last thread of hope was broken by the 
declination of the Governor to in ere, be 
did not betray the least nervousness or fear. 
He has held for months that man gets 
all his punishment on earth. He bas refused 
to see clergymen. He was averse to notoriety, 
and for some time declined to see reporters.

To-morrow night the Council! will have two 
elevated railroad bills to handle if it happens 
to feel so inclined.

IN A CRITICAL SITUATION. 


The Destitution Among Discharged Em- 
ployes of the Panama Canal Co, 


Ry Telegraph to the Posr- Disrarcn. 

PANAMA, March 14.— Following fast on the 
foods on the other side comes the stoppage of 
work onthe canal. Itistrue that on some 
sections work has been partially resumed, but 
on the whole little work isin progress. This 
stoppage of active operations has been a 
severe blow to many, and while merchants are 
re-shipping their merchandise or closing their 
stores in Colon, all merchants and laborers 


who can leave are doing so. There is much 
destitution and suffering along the line of the 
canal and the sooner those who are unem- 
ployed succeed in leaving here the better it 
wili be for them. The canal is certainly in a 
critical situation. Dr. Christopher Goylear 
haé recently visited the Isthmus as a commis- 
sioner appointed by the Jamaica Government 
to inquire into the condition of the laborers 
from thatisiand who are now on the Isth- 
mus. An excellent idea of the change now 
taking place in the canal manage- 
ment can obtained from the fact 
that out of 600 men formeriy employed by the 
canal company, not by contractors, only 140 
are now on the books and out of twenty-eight 
doctors formerly in the canal company’s pay 
eighteen have been discharged. As already 
announced the Chilian governmentis paying 
the passages of all Chilians who are desirous 
of returning home. Now it bas been deter- 
mined to take a further step and the 
corners of the streets of Panama 
are plastered with handbills  offer- 

free conveyance to Chili for 1,000 
citizens fof the United States or Europeans 
Who are engineers or laborers. This step is 
evidently taken in view of the proposed rail- 
road construction or the possibility of an out- 
break in consequence of the recent develop- 
ments on the Southeast coast. 

In a recent report the Minister ot Foreign 
Affairs of Guatemala states that the idea of 
constructing a railroad to the Atlantic con- 
tinues io a*tract attention,and fresh proposals 
will soon be called for in order to lead to the 
allroad being begul. at once.
